IT’S UP TO YOU 


Every citizen is urged to get out and vote next Tuesday to 
help choose those best qualified to run the affairs of the com- 
monwealth for the next two years. 


This is a multi-million dollar state government. You pay for 
it and it is up to you to select only those who are best fitted to 
assess and spend that part of your income which goes for the 
cost of government. 


You can with little trouble find out about the candidates and 
their past records, and this is the knowledge you should take 
with you when you go to the polls to mark your ballot. 


Don’t be too busy to vote. This glaring indifference on the 
part of the American voter in the past has Van many away from 
the polls on election day, enough to swing many an election! 
Your vote counts. Use it. 


And when you vote remember to vote a complete ballot. Be- 
sides electing various officials you will be called upon to de- 
cide eight questions, several of which will have an important 
bearing on our future welfare and economy. 


Three of these are the subject of much controversy. Question 
No. 3 calls for an increase in old age assistance which has 
been estimated at $54 million annually. No. 4 would establish 
a state lottery in which the proceeds, '‘after expenses’’, would 
be divided 50 percent for the winners and 50 percent for the 
needy aged, the blind, and dependent children. 


Acceptance of the two referendums ‘‘will provide a little addi- 
tional sunshine for 100,000 of our less fortunate elders”, back- 
ers of the plan say. 


Opponents claim the “‘little ray of sunshine’’ would more than 
likely‘‘throw the commonwealth into a state of financial chaos,”’ 
especially if the one for increased benefits is accepted and the 
lottery to finance it is defeated. 


There is much concerted opposition to the state lottery but 
No. 3 is a different story. If passed it will mean the raising of 
$54 million in new taxes next year in addition to the estimated 
$80 million the state must levy in new and revised taxes for 
regular state activities. 


Questions 3 and 4 should be defeated. 


No. 5 would establish a flat rate for compulsory automobile 
insurance instead of the merit rating system now in effect. 


The merit plan which the insurance commissioner has adopted 
is based solely on who causes the accident, not where it hap- 
ens. The flat rate plan would force car owners outside cities 
ike Boston, Chelsea and Revere to help pay the cost of acci- 
dents caused by drivers in these high rate cities. It is estimated 
that if adopted, the flat rate plan would cost Andover car owners 
anoiner $150,000 a year. This is another question which should 


be defeated. 


Other questions for the voters to decide involve changes in 
the state constitution, pari mutuel betting on horse and dog 
acing in the county, option on liquor licenses, and an exten- 
ion of rent control for six months. 


The polls in Andover will be open 12 hours, from 7 a. m., to 
7 p. m. Remember, you pay the freight, and you'll get only the 


kind of government you vote for.

VIEWS OF THE NEWS 


By LEONARD F. JAMES 


Ever watched a magician at 
work? His technique is simple. 
Get the audience to watch his 
left hand, then pull a trick with 
his right. Put Vishinsky into tails 
and white tie and you’ve got the 
slickest magician of all. But we 
hope there’s always some noisy 
character in the audience who 
yells out to expose the tricks. 

The Great Vishinsky is no new- 
comer to the stage. He’s been per- 
forming his acts for quite some 
time. And he wants to stay in 
business, so he returns for this 
year’s autumn engagement with 
an added line. He’s a hypnotist 
as well, this year. And a pretty 
slick one at that. Of course, he 
brings back the good old stand-by 
tricks, but his patter has improved, 
The newest line is ‘‘peaceful co- 
existence of the capitalist and 
socialist (so he calls it) worlds.’’ 


Vishinsky And Peace— 
A La Russe 

His booking agent, Josef Stalin, 
feels that some of the Russian 
troupe have bungled their acts. 
So Vishinsky is sent on to put the 
audience in good mood and give 
them their money’s worth. Every- 
body is in pretty good humor. They 
saw through the Korean trick, and 
feel rather happy about being so 
sharp. So to keep them contented, 
Vishinsky is now appearing in the 
Great Peace Trick. 

But watch his hands while the 
patter goes on. What’s the gag 
this time? That the United States 
is building- up western Europe 
military forces while Russia wants 
everybody to reduce by one third. 
That’s a good line—if the voice 
is hypnotic enough. But our noisy 
critic is at it. He wants to know 
how many men Russia now has 
under arms. And how many will 
she have left if she reduces them 
by one third? The answer is that 
there are 4,000,000 Russian troops 
under arms. And Western Europe 
is trying desperately to get 
1,500,000 organized. So if Russia 
reduces her forces by one third, 
and Western Europe keeps their 
men down by a_ corresponding 
amount, the danger of war should 
be lessened. Says Russia! But 
watch Vishinsky’s hands. What 
does he produce? More than 
2,500,000 Russians against 
1,000,000 Western Europeans, Still 
hypnotized? 


Atomic Control— 
Russian Dressing 

A line guaranteed to get the 
audience is the argument that no 
one wants atomic war. And no one 
does. So Russia produces a trick 
that eliminates it. Says Vishinsky. 
Here’s the patter. ‘‘The delegates 
of the United States and Great 
Britain blocked the Soviet proposal 
for atomic control by demanding, 
“First security; then disarm- 
ament.’’ This is now changed to, 
‘*First confidence; then reduction 
and regulation of armaments, and 
then and only then the prohibition 
of the atomic bomb.’’? What pre- 
vents us from having an atmos- 
phere of confidence, trust and 
security?’’ 

Our noisy friend is ready with 
the answer, a little crude but to 
the point. ‘*You and your whole 
crowd, You are tricksters and 
crooks.’”’ And he’s right. They are 
consummate tricksters, unprin- 
cipled crooks. 

Control—By Magic Wand 

The whole secret of the Great 
Peace Trick is in the definition of 
*fcontrol.”” How do we control 
disease? By passing a law against 
it? Or by taking active steps to 
combat it? How do we control the 
use of atomic weapons? Vishinsky 
can answer that one, ‘‘Whenever 


“comfortably in 


there are suspicions with respect 
to the violation on the prohibition 
of atomic weapons, then the Atomic 
Security Commission would be 
fully entitled to carry out special 
investigations.’’ Fair enough? 
Yes, if you are hypnotized. But 
watch the man’s hands. See him 
put that little black ball in the 
box? Well, that’s what he’s doing, 
and giving out this line to cover 
the noise as it rolls in. “The 
Commission’s decision would be 
adopted not by the unamimous 
vote of its members, but by a 
simple majority.’” Now that’s 
using the good old American tradi- 
tion, and the standees in the back 
fall for it. But watch it, boys. Do 
you know what that little black 
ball just did? It vetoed the wishes 
of all other members of the Com- 
mission to inspect Russia. The 
others want to inspect Russia to 
find out whether she’s making 
atomic w eapons—assuming that 
Moscow’s plan of control is now 
in operation. Of course, if you 
call that ‘‘control,’’ sit back 
your seats. You 
won’t have them much longer. 


No Atomic Bomb—No War? 

But here’s our noisy character 
again. What he wants is a water- 
tight system of inspection, any- 
where, anytime and effective. And 
no nonsense about black balls. 
But that spoils the act and en- 
courages another nuisance. This 
one wants to know why only 
atomic weapons are being con- 
demned by Russia. Are these the 
only ones that make for war, he 
wants to know. He asks, what al- 
most won the war for Russia in 
Korea. And hesupplies the answer. 
Tanks. Russia has 25,000 of them. 
How about some control over 
those? If there were no atomic 
weapons would Russia be peace- 
ful? 

Don’t forget the hands again. 
They are producing more tanks, 
more planes, more submarines, 
grabbing for more territory while 
this peaceful patter drones on. 
“You don’t want atomic war, do 
you?”’? But there are other kinds 
of war. War by stooges—in Korea, 
Indo—China, Tibet. 


What Is Isn’t—What Isn’t Is 

It’s about time the audience 
picked up Vishinsky’s own words 
and chanted them back to him. 
‘*What prevents us from having an 
atmosphere of confidence, trust 
and security?’’ Has there been 
one single action to back up the 
high-sounding talk? Has Russia 
given one ruble, one idea, one 
man to the great effort of helping 
to get weak nations to their own 
independent feet? 

Vishinsky, like all magicians, 
has one purpose. To make people 
believe in something that isn’t, 
and to keep them from looking at 
what really is. That’s his job this 
autumn,

that Andover will not lose its 
identity, that the exchange will 
retain its present name, and that 
persons calling Andover tele- 
phones will use the name, ‘‘And- 
over’’ as the exchange name, as 
they do at present. 

With extended area service, he 
said, Axudover customers will be 
able to call about 32,000 tele- 
phones in Lawrence as well as 
the 4300 telephones in Andover, 
at local monthly rates.

Andrew Johnson, only U. S. President to be impeached, 
kept the Presidency by just one vote. The U. S. 
Senate, sitting as a court of impeachment, voted 35 
for conviction and 19 for acquittal—just one vote less 
than the two-thirds majority necessary to convict. 


Rutherford B. Hayes was elected President by one 
vote. His election was contested, and it was referred 
to an electoral commission. The commission gave the 
contested electoral votes to Hayes by just one vote, 
8 to 7. Whereupon, Congress declared Hayes elected 
by just one vote, 185 to 184. 


Incidentally, the man who cast that deciding vote 
for Hayes, an Indiana Senator, won his place in 
Congress by just one vote. And that one vote was 
cast by a man who, though desperately ill, insisted on 
being taken to the polls to cast that one ballot.
